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DETAILED ACTION 
Reason For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented in independent claims 1 , 8 and 13, which 
include (claim 1) a power module connected to the electrochromic window and the 
detector, wherein the power module generates a pulse-width modulated power signal 
and inputs the power signal to the electrochromic window, the power signal modulated 
by an amount based on the detected optical property of the attenuated light signal; 
(claim 8) method of transmitting the attenuated light signal from the electrochromic 
window to an optical detector configured to detect an optical property of the attenuated 
light signal; and directing a pulse-width modulated power signal to the electrochromic 
window, wherein the power signal is modulated by an amount based on the detected 
optical property of the attenuated light signal; (claim 13) a preamp integrated circuit on 
the upper surface of the substrate; an electrochromic window interposed between the 
first and second layers of the transparent material, wherein the electrochromic window 
is in electrical communication with the preamp integrated circuit.

Turnbull et al. (US 6,386,713 B1) discloses an individual mirror control system in 
Figure 7A with the use of pulse-width modulation signal to control electrochromic 
device; however, Turnbull et al. does not teach or suggest a power module generates a 
pulse-width modulated power signal and inputs the power signal to the electrochromic 
window, the power signal modulated by an amount based on the detected optical 
property of the attenuated light signal or a preamp integrated circuit on the upper 
surface of the substrate.
